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BIRD GUESTS. 


Feeding birds during the 


winter is becoming a pop- 
ular practice. Those who 
have been at it longest have 
sound advice for those who 
plan to put out a birds din- 
ing table for the first time 
this writer'. 
. 
"In order to lead winter 


birds to a 
new 
feeding 


station," writes one author- 
ity, "it is often effective to 
advertise the lunch counter 
by wiring suet to branches 
or trunks of trees or shrubs 
within a considerable 
ra- 


dius. Ears of corn set up on 
spikes on fence posts or 
other convenient places near 
the station will show the 
way. These outposts should 
be established. now and a 
scanty supply of food set 
out on the main tray or 
table swinging or revolving 
feeding station. Among the 
many kinds of food win- 
ter birds like are: 
Seeds 


of 
sunflower, 
pumpkin, 


squash, broken nuts of all 
kinds, various grains, ca- 
nary seed, crumbs of bread 
and particularly of dough- 
nuts. Many birds like raw 
meat and fat pork but it 
is such unesthetic stuff we 
do not put it out unless it 
is in the midst of winter 
when 
snows 
have 
been 


heavy and long and we 
know the birds need it to 
keep them warm." 


Once the birds have come 


to feel at home at the ban- 
quet set out for them, the 
human donor's pleasure be- 
gins. The variety of birds 
that will appear is surpris- 
ing. The difference in their 
habits and manners is in- 
terestng to observe.

Luclo, the twin who died, pos- 


sessed the 
complete body, and 


takes It to his grave with him. 
Plastic surgery gave the living 
brother the missing part, a rec- 
tum. This was the only organ in 
common between these 28-year-old 
twins. 
Luclo was stricken while motor- 
ing here from North 
Carolina, 


where the brothers had made a 
theatrical appearance. At first it 
was believed Luclo had pneumonia 
but today the fatal malady was 
announced as rheumatic fever, 


Simpllcio, who lay in the hos- 


pital bed with his brother, was not 
ill for an Instant. 
He bewailed 


the plight that kept him In'bed 
although he felt well. 
He ^ook 
his brother's death bravely. 


During the operation the twins' 


wives remained in a room in the 
hospital, shaken with grief and 
anxiety. 
They are • sisters, the 


former 
Natlvidad and Vistorlana 
Matos, and were married *to the 
twins 4fl Manila n 1929. They were 
still at the hospital today, where 
It was announced that Simpllcio 
had a blood transfusion, had eat- 
en and was doing "very well." 
He had a prolonged sleep. 
The brothers were connected at 
a three-quarter angle by muscular 
tissue at the base of their spines. 
They were virtually back to back. 
When one walked forward the oth- 
er walked backward. 


Their blood circulatory systems 


were virtually distinct, 
a 
fact 


which is believed to have saved 
Simpllcio from catching his broth- 
er's ailment. 
Their nervous systems were like- 


wise separate. This made it pos- 
sible to do the separation opera- 
tion without an anesthetic. 
The 
separation line was made through 
the tissues of Lucio, 
after he 


died, and with no pain to the liv- 
ing brother. 


After the separation the plastic 


surgery operation was done with 
all the usual technique.

Everybody likes to read about 


the personal relationships of the 
great. The family affairs of the 
famous, and details of their life 
behind the scenes, furnish an end- 
less stream of books of reminis- 
cences, and countless newspaper 
and magazine 
articles. 
So 
the 


world's Sunday schools are in the 
present Lesson Invited behind the 
public life of the Apostle Paul, to 
consider a sort of domestic inci- 
dent, which throws light upon his 
times, and upon our own social 


. problem. 


Among the heterogeneous mul- 


titude who found their way to 
the hired house of Paul, the pris- 
oner of Rome, Was a runaway 
slave from Colossae, named One- 
simus. Doubtless the reason was 
that, In his loneliness, homesick- 
nes and need, in the maelstrom 
of the capital's underworld, he 
heard reports of the presence of 
this famous Christian in 
Rome, 


and recalled him as a guest and 
friend 
of his master 
Philemon, 


In far-away Colossae, amidst its 
mountains. The fugitive slave had 
had enough of freedom; he longed 
for the plenty and comfort and 
peace of the household 
owner. As Rome's one 
contact 


with those better days, he turned 
to Paul. Novelists have lent their 
pens to an amplification of 
the 


touching story outlined in 
this 


short letter; and there 
Is 
still 
room for anybody's imagination 
to play upon it. 


Asking Much, Getting More. 


During the depression, a friend 


of mine was accosted by a beg- 
gar on a Philadelphia street. My 
friend talked with him, in man- 
to-man fashion, sympathizing and 
heartening, and then gave him 
a dollar. 
The poor fellow was 


completely overwhelmed; at the 
most he had hoped only for a 
dime, But the dollar was proof 
of the genuineness of the counsel 
which otherwise he might have 
forgotten. How often we, too, sup- 
pliants of Divine bounty, ask lit 
tie and get much. 


Probably this runaway 
slave, 


barely subsisting, like thousands 
of others equally without stand- 
ing in the purlieus 
of 
lowest 


Rome, was hungry, ragged, dirty 
and unkempt, when, homesick, his 
weary feet found Paul's prison- 
house. He may have hoped 
for 


:or problem about that establish- 
ment. We may as well be brave 
enough to confess that, whatever 
help "there may bo toward social 
readjustment 
in new legislation, 


only a different and better spirit 
between employers and workers 
can create the ideal 
conditions. 


Most of our perplexities and fric- 
tions will 'disappear when brother- 
hood comes to its own, and the 
Spirit of Christ dominates us all. 


It was no longer as a runaway 


chattel, deserving 
of 
scourging 


and prison, that Onesimus was 
sent back to Philemon, but as a 
brother beloved, a 
fellow dis- 


ciple of Jesus. 
Doubly welcome 


was the fugitive, for 
his 
own 


sake and for his intimate tidings 
of Paul. Doubtless, in the church 
that was in Philemon's 
house, 


Onesimus was often a 
speaker 


upon whose words about 
their 


aged leader the brotherhood hung 
with intent interest. 


In passing, let us think about 


the noble character of Philemon— 
large-hearted, 
hospitable, 
gener- 


ous, 
a man fit to command the 


confidence of the apostle 
who 


wrote him the tender and touch-
